TION--SPEECHES AT 
IIALI.— Iu accordance with the pro- 
gramme, the firemen formed at their re 


spective Halls at 54 a. u., yesterday, and 
proceeded to the National Hotel, where 
they were joined by the visiting Peters. 
burg firemen, and the line of march was 
taken tor the Central Depot to await 
the arrival of the “ Hornets” of Char- 
lotte. The train arrived in due time, 
and with it the expected visitors, The 
“Rescues” of this city promptly went 
forward and uushipped the steamer and 
reel of the “ Hornets,” atter which the 
line of march was formed, and preceded 
by the Citizen’s Brass band of Raleigh, 
proceeded to Metropolitan Hall, where 
alter partaking of a few liquid refresh- 
ments, the Charlotte firemen were wel- 
comed by Capt. W. II. Fisch, on the 
part of the citizens, in the absence of 
the Mayor, who said. 
Gentlemen of the Hornet Fire Company, 
men of Charlotte, men of Mecklenburg, 


Sons of the Sires Weleome ! 

It becomes my pleasant duty in behalt 
of the Mayor, the City Council, the 
Police and every department of our city 
government, to bid you most hearty 
welcome to our City of Oaks, 

I had the honor, gentlemen, formerly, 
while resident ut Charlotte, of being a 
member of your Company—I ran with 
your machine. You may have no names 
of battles won or records of other great 
deeds emblazoned on your banners, but 
one act of yours will stand out in bold 
relief throughout all time. You did a 
big thing then, gentlemen. You elected 
me 3rd Assistant Engineer, my highest 
qualification fer that position being, 
that I neither knew how to “ load or 
shoot” your steamer. ‘Thanks to my 
not being allowed to attempt it, you 
now all haye your heads on your shoul- 
ders, and are living, moving and having 
your being. But a truce to joking. 
You breathe in your western home an 
atmosphere redolent with the fragrant 
sweetness of liberty. 

In your city was first cradled the nurs- 
ling of American freedom. Charlotte 
was its birthplace. Near the public 
square there, twenty five North Carolina 
patriots threw the glove of challenge at 
the feet of the most powerful monarch 
ot the globe. This was the foretaste, 
the forerunner, and the signal for that 
mighty storm of open and decided re- 
bellion which scon after burst, in all 
its force and fury, upon England’s as- 
tounded potentate and his defeated sol- 
diery. This was the kindling of that 
flaming desire for freedom, which, en- 
veloping our mountain barriers, and 
speeding, extended its fiery tongue 
North, South, East and West, and which 
in its subsidence, left our country in the 
enjoyment of liberty, peace and pros- 
perity. These were your fathers, this 
your ancestry, and this deponent knows 
you are not degenerate sons. We, as 
well as yourselves, are proud of your 
lineage. Weclaim it in common with 
you as our own and the nations. With 
these proud memories in common, with 
the same desires, hopes and aspirations ; 
with a common interest, bound together 
by ties of kinship and business ‘rela- 
tionship, ours will also be a common 
destiny. Again, gentlemen, welcome. 

I have the honor of introducing Capt. 
T. F. Lee, who will address you in be- 
half of the Fire Department. 


Capt. T. F. Lee next came forward 


and said : , 
(Gentlemen of the Charlotte Hornet 

Fire Company : 

In the absence of the Hon. Kemp 
P. Battle, one of North Carolina’s 
gifted sons, who had been designated 
to welcome you here this morning, but 
who is unavoidably absent. the 
duty of extending a cordial greeting to 
my brother Firemenfof Charlotte de 
volves upon me. 

Brother Firemen: lu the name 
of the inhabitants of the “city of Oaks,” 
we welcome you to their gencrous hos- 
pitality. We welcome you to happy 
smiles trom our fairest ladies, to hearths 
rendered sacred by the friend 
ship of the Capitol of u great State, 
whose honor is a common heritage and 
whose fame is inseparably connected 
with the place of your present residence. 
The name of Mecklenburg is like that 
of Philadelphia, “not born to die.” 

rom yourcounty was the first Declara- 
tion of Independence made, and trom 
thence, as from a perennial fountain, 
has spread the silver streams of Ameti- 
cam liberty! Gentlemen are to that 
‘manor born,“ and for the sake of the 
heroes who have passed before you, not 
less than for the sake of yourselves, we 
greet you to day and welcome you with 
all our hearts, minds and bodies. Your 
name indicates the honor of the free 
city which you represent. Your fathers 
were Hornets in the front of an invading 
array, and of them it was declared by 
Tarlton, that they held the hottest nest 
in all the rebellious Colonies in the 
hour which tried men’s souls, and tested 
the metal of heroes. 

Gentlemen, we have with us now an- 
other company of brethren ftom the 
historic city of Petersburg. I know 
they allow to each of you a hearty wel- 
come, Ask of them, if during a few 
hours sojourn in our city, it they have 
not become as one and part and parcel 
of us in their short stay in this city? 
And theretore, we feel that longer delay 
1a this reception would only keep us 
apart formally, when we are to meet in 
social union and the happiest of fra- 
ternization. We are brethren all. The 
gates of this city are open. The good 
things are prepared. We shall here 
make a feast, at which all of us will 
feel that it was good for us to be there, 
and which will cement and bind three 
flourishing cities together in the strong- 
est bands of friendship, and form per 
haps, some of the strongest ties of lite. 

At the conclusion of Capt. Lee's 
speech, Capt. Trezevant, of the Hornets, 


introduced J. C. Mils, of Charlotte, 


who said: 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of tie Fire- 
men's Associations of Raleigh and Pe- 
tersburg 

[rise in behalf of the Hornet Fire 

Company of the City of Charlotte, to 


acknowledge our high appreciation of 


‘the cordial greeting and generous hos- 
vitality extended to us on this occasion 
by the City of Raleigh. It becomes my 
most agreeable duty to express our 
great gratification at this friendly meet- 
ing of our brother Firemen of the ffir 
City of the Oaks of the Old North 
State, and of the gallant Cockade City 
of the Old) Dominion; and to evince 
our pleasure at this exhibition of your 
kindly feelings and bountiful entertain- 
ment. The Firemen of Charlotte, as 
true sons of North Carolina, and poss- 
essing a common heritage in our good 
old mother with you all, did not come 
to the of the Old 
North State with any anticipation of 
being considered strangers, but, Sir, 
we have been met with such an ovation 
of good will and with so many mani- 
festations of warm friendship, that they 
have fur surpassed our reasonable ex- 
pectations, and have convinced us that 
this is indeed a meeting of friends and 
brother Firemen. Such indications of 
graceful courtesy and liberal hospitality 
on tie part of your good city, establish 
the fact that she has been well named 
after one of the most noble, chivalrous, 
during and enterprising characters that 
ever graced the records of English his- 
tory—the brave, gallant and accom. 
plished Sir Walter Raleigh. 

And allow me to assure you that the 
Firemen ot Charlotte will not soon for- 
get that the inhabitants of Raleigh have 
inherited and still hold in practice those 
splendid characteristics of honor, cour- 
tesy and generosity, that so greatly dis- 
tinguished the illustrious founder of the 
name of Raleigh. 

It is well for the public good, gentle- 

tlemen, that these re-unions of the Fire- 
men’s Associations should be held, and 
that the Fire companies from different 
places should enjoy the opportunity cf 
meeting together. It tends to promote 
a feeling of common interest, a bond of 
triendship and fraternal association, and 
a spirit of generous rivalry and friend- 
ly contest for the superiority, that have 
a very beneficial effect towards the im- 
provement and excellence of the Fire 
Department; and, sir, I may be permit- 
ted to say that upon no class of citizens 
is the public welfare and prosperity more 
dependent than on the Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, to Whose voluntary efforts, ac- 
tive energy and indomitable spirit all of 
our communities have been so often in- 
debted for their safety; and whose val- 
uable services cannot be too highly es- 
teemed.

The small detachment of the Hook 
and Ladder, No. 2, of Charlotte, com- 
manded by Capt. J. A. Young, joined 
in the procession with the“ Hornets.“ 

The line of march was down Fay- 
etteville to South, down South to Wil- 
mington, up Wilmington to Morgan, 
thence to Hillsboro and up IIillsboro to 
St. Mary’s Female College. 

After marching around the arch at 
St. Mary's, the companies returned gia 
Hillsboro street to the Capital square, 
where the squirting commenced. 

The “ Hornet” and “ Bollingbrook ” 
tested their capacity side by side. The 
square was thronged with spectators, a 
large number of ladies gracing the ec- 
casion with their presence.

The sixty-four Northern votes added 
to the one hundred and nine Southern 
votes make one hundred and seventy- 
three. Greeley would need only 
eleven more votes to secure a majority 
of the electoral college. 

There are several doubtful States, in 
some of which Greeley’s chances are 
considered better than Grant’s. We 
may mention among these Connecticut, 
where the Liberals are very sanguine, 
and New Hampshire, where the Demo- 
crats have a Lieutenant Governor, we 
believe. These two States could give 
the cleven votes, the number required 
to elect Greeley. There are Nevada, 
Oregon, Nebraska, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
and several other Western States, 
where the Liberal cause has made much 
headway, which have been left out of 
the calculation, and it is almost certain 
that one or more will vote against 
Gram.

His allu- 
sion to Burnside’s disaster at Fredericks- 
burg is caustic, and must recall very 
unpleasant reminiscences to the mind of 
that Radical oflicer : 


General H. A. Durnside—- 


DEAR GENERAL: I have read with 
great interest your address to the sol- 
diers and sailors who served in the Umon 
army and navy during the late war. As 
I was one of the soldiers al'uded to. I trust 
you will not be displeased if I say a 
few words in response thereto. You 
tell us that you and others, as our rep- 
resentatives, met at Pittsburg and 
adopted a series of resolutions which 
we have already scen, You complain 
that Mr. Greeley has expressed the 
opinion that you assembled for politi- 
cal purposes, and that you hoped to 
accomplish these purposes, by reviviog 
the animosities and hatreds engendered 
by the war. You further say that these 
remarks of Mr. Greeley and his entire 
lack of courtesy towards the soldiers 


— ‘ 
and sailors serve to confirm you in the 


opinion that he is quite unfit to be 
trusted in any position where loyalty to 
his Government, a just regard to the 
feelings of others, and an abnegation 
of self is required. You then pro- 
ceed to iniorm us in conclusion, 
that it only remains for you 
to urge us to organize in 
harmony with the regular Republican 
organizations, and do all in our power 
to re-elect General Grant. The fist 
thought that occurred to my mind on 
reading this address was, “What was 
there in General Burnside’s military 
career that justifies him in telling the 
hundreds ot thousands of soldiers who 
served during the late war what they 
should do in time of peace?” Did any- 
thing occur at the first Bull Run, at 
Roanoke Istand, at Fredericksburg, in 
East Tennessee, or at the mine explo- 
sion in front of Petersburg, which en- 
titles him to assume command of all of 
us in time of peace, and order us to the 
front to fight in behalf of a political 
party? My second thought was: “Is 
it creditable to the soldiers of the late 
war that one of their number should be 
permitted as their pretended represen- 
tative to spread broadcast over the land 
a document charging Hlorace Greeley 
with disloyaity?” The truth of the 
saying that the “pen is mightier 
than the sword” is coming 
year by year to be more gen- 
erally acknowledged. In view of the 
election of General Grant to the Presi- 
dency, and of the fact that he is a can- 
didate for re-election, there are probably 
some men in the country who doubt its 
truth. If, however, we were to add to 
the saying the proviso that the pen 
should be handled by a Greeiey and the 
sword by a Burnside all doubters would 
disappear. You and I, General, know 
full well that while we were in the field 
fighting for the Union, Mr. Greeley was 
wielding in behalf of the same cause a 
Weapon fur more powerful than those 
used by; either of us. We know, too. 
that long after we had sheathed our 
swords he kept up the fight, and con 

tinued it until every object was accom- 
plished for which even the most ardent 
abolitionist had ever prayed. Ile did 
not cease the fight until the Union was 
restored, slavery abolished, the blacks 
enfranchised, and all their civil and po- 
litical rightssolemnly guarantecd to them 
by amendments to the Constitution. And 
yet, General, you have the hardihood 
of charging this man with disloyalty, 
and are uttering this fovlish charge in 
your assumed capacity as the represen- 
tative of the Union soldiers of the land. 
You say he has been guilty of a lack of 
courtesy towards us. In my judgment, 
any man who cight years after the close 
of a bloody civil war will ask soldiers 
to assemble in convention with a view 
of controlling their action in political 
matters is a demagogue unworthy of 
courtesy at the hands of Mr. Greeley or 
any other person. When at the close 
of the war we laid down our arms, we 
became citizens, and we have no interest 
to day except those we have in common 

with all other citizens. Why, then, 
should any one ask us, in our character 
as soldiers, to assemble in political 
bodies? Why should you extend to us 
such an invitation, unless it is with the 
hope that from your former 
connection with us in the army you may 
be able to influence our judgments upon 

matters of public policy in a time of 
peace? Do you not think, General, 
that these assemblics of soldiers for the 
purpose of perfecting our eleciions have 
become slightly nauseating to the pub- 

lic? Did it ever occur to you that, as 
a rule, the officers most active in work 

of this nature were most unsuccesst{ul in 

the field? Permit me, in conclusion, to 

say that I do not believe in your action 

at Pittsburg, or in the sentiments of the 

address to which I have alluded, you 

are in any sense of the word a represen- 

tative of the real soldiers of the army. 

On the contrary, I feel that very many 

of them uniic with me in the hope that 

this political campaign, in which you 

seem to have assumed the position of 
commander, may prove to you and to 

the troops of your command another 

Fredericksburg. Very truly vours, 


Brooklyn, Oct. 4, 1872.
